Last Night’s Accidents on the Hanni- 
bal and St. Joe R. R.

Particalars. 


Macon, Mo., Mareh 2.—The passenger 
train on the Hannibal and St. Joe road which 
left here at 3 o’clock was thrown from the 
track, just this side of Bevier, six miles west 
of this vity, by a broken rail. The engine, 
tender, baggage car and two coaches were 
thrown completely from the track down the 
embankment ten feet high and badly de- 
molished, except the smoking car, in which 


’ were forty-nine emigrant passengers, forty of 


whom were women and children. This coach 
kept an upright position, but plowed 
it way into. the cround some 
distance from the track. The other passenger 
ears and one sleeper were thrown from the 
track, the first being turned over, while only 
the forward trucks of the rear sleeper went 
off. In the Jast the passengers were not 
awakened bythe accident and, only learned 
thereof when some of the wounded were 
takenin. A special train was sent up from 
Quiney, arriving here about 10 o’clock, which 
went on to the scene of the accident and 
returned with the passengers 
the wrecked train to this 
where they are being 
for atthe hotels. There were nearly a hun- 
dred passengers on the train,and that no lives 
were lost and so fewinjured, is remarkable. 
The injured number is ten,none of them fa- 
tally hurt. As soon as possible after the 
wreck a wrecking train left Brookfield, thir- 
ty-four miles west of Macon, for the scene of 
the accident, but it did not reach its destina- 
tion. About thirteen miles east of Brookfield 
the engineer and two flat cars crossed Brush 
ereek bridge safely, but the wrecking car 
proper, the caboose and the passenger coach, 
in which were physicians and other citizens 
of Brookfield coming to the passengers’ 
wreck, broke through and went down thirty 
feet in a mass of broken timbers and maimed 
humanity. Of those on the cars which went 
down, seven are already dead and others not 
expected to live. Over fifty persons were on 
this train, none of whom escaped without in- 
jury. Among the dead is Dr. Woods, of 
Brooktield, who was on his way to minister te 
the wounded at Bevier.

John Welsh, the Murderer, to Be Im- 
prisoned for Life. 


His Crime and the Curious Manner of 
Its Detection. 


COLUMBUS, O., March 2.—The Governor 
to-day commuted the sentence of John Welsh, 
whowas to have been hung for murder at 
Fremont next Friday, to imprisonment for 


life. 
WELSH’S CRIME. 

Early on the morning of Mav 22 two coun- 
try men coming in to Fremont, O., discovered 
the dead body of a well dressed stranger ly- 
ing at the roadside west of town. In his hand 
Was a revolver, anda bullet hole pierced his 
right temple. A note book was found in his 
pocket, and upon the last leaf of the book was 
written the words, “tired of life, bury me 
here.” A silver stem winding watch, acigar 
case and eleven cents were found uponthe 
body. As mo one could’ identify tne 
remains a photograph was taken of 
the corpse, and that evening 

unknown unfortunate was _ buried, 

More than a'year and a half passed by, and 
the supposed suicide bad almost eames rom 
the minds of the citizens when Mary Eisen- 
beis, a frail girlof the town. dropped a few 
unguardedAvords which set the detectives to 
work, and/soon resulted in the arrest of the 
girl and Ker male friend, John Welsh, on a 
charge 0 rder. The girl confessed that 
Welsh hd@ related toher the details of the 
crime, Which was perpetrated soleiy for rob- 
bery; thathe had shot down his victim ina 
lonely spot, to which he had been decoyed, 
rifled his pockets, substituted his own silver 
watch for the dead man’s gold 
one, and written the inscription 
in the blank book which led to 
the presumption of suicide. Welsh alone 
was indicted for murder in the first degree, 
and the girl was held asa witness. Almost 
two years after the murder the dead man was 
identified from his picture and clothing, as 
Antony Gottsacker, a tailor, thirty-six years 
old, who left his home at Greensburg, Pa., 
with a gold watch and and $350, and went into 
Ohio to hunt.a situation. His widow and 
friends appeared at Welsh’s trial last March, 
1880, and identified the watch and chain found 
upon the murderer as the former apne! of 
Gottsacker. Other proof of such a positive 
nature was produced that Welsh was convict- 
ed and tinally sentenced to be hanged last fall.

CONFESSING A MURDER. 


A Peculiar Type of Indiana Desperado 
~-His Political Views. 
Petersburg (lud.) Correspondence Cincinnati Com- 

2 inercigl. 

Dr. Thomas F. Aust, the murderer of his 
brother-in-law, Jaines Humphreys, at Wins- 
low, this (Pike) county,ou the Ilth of No- 
vember, !880, and the resurrectionist of the 
body of Miss Eads, was brought here from 
the jail at Prineeton, where he had been con- 
fined for greater safety on account of the in- 
security of the jail in Petersburg, on Wednes- 
day last.. He was arraigned the next day on 
the indictment, charging him with murder 
in the erst degree, pleaded not guilty, and his 
trial set for the eighth day of the termof the 
Vike County Court—to-morrow—Tuesday. 

It will be’ remembered that Dr. Aust was 
urrested ut Clifton, Ontario, in January, 
through information given by an account of 
his crimes published in the Commercial, this 
‘aceount reciting both his murder of his 
_ brother-in-law and his robbery of the grave 

of Miss Eads. When Sheriff Seales and Mar- 
shal Keiter. of this town, first arrived at Clif- 
ton after Aust, in response to the notice they 
had reecived from.the officials of that town of 
his arrest, Au:t denied all knowledge of them; 
but while extradition proceedings were being 
instituted he concluded to confess that he was 
the mun they wanted, and made a statement 
othisownin relation to the crimes charged 
nvainst bin. Aust had taken the alias of 
Fred. Gibbons, and bore this name when ar- 
rested. When he concluded to makea con- 
fession of his crimes. he was in the office of 
the County Attorney at Clifton, where were 
also present Police Magistrate Hill and sever- 
il members of the County Council, and a re- 
porter of the Welland (Canada) Tribune; also 
sheriff Scales and Marshal Keifer, of Peters- 
bure. To these he talked freely, and among 
@ther things said: 

“Yes, gentlemen,ITamtbe man these offi- 
cers (Seales and Keifer) areafter. [Lam Dr. 
Thomas Frederick Aust. I Knew both these 
men as soon as [saw them last night, but I 
would not, let onthatI knew them. They 
want ine for that little affair at Winslow, Pike 
county, Indiana, on the Iitth of November 
liust—the shooting of James Humphreys, I 
mean. Ishot him; of course I did: and I do 
not deny it. He’s dead, too; at least, [’ve 
heard they’ve buried him sinee,and [ suppose 
he’s dead. He was my brother-in-law, a 
mean man. and a Democrat. I’m a rip-roar- 
ing Republican myself, and voted for Albert 
(i. Porter, the man who is going to pardon 
me, for Governor of Indiana. 1 didn’t 
shoot him because he was a Demo- 
crat, though, but because he abused me, both 
at a political meeting and at my own office. 
He said we Republicans used money; sup- 
pose such things have been done; it was none 
of his business. Then I told him to look out 
for himself, and when I afterwards met him 
on the street I let him haveit. I had sbotat 
him four times with a revolver, but I didn’t 
hithim. Then I blazed away at him with my 
shot gun: that fetches them every time. I 
didn'tslip up behind his back to take him 
unawares, as these Clifton police did me, for 
i don’t think that’s fair. [ shot him fairin 
the face. lL was the first One to him after he 
fell, and picked shot out of his mouth. 

‘The papers ealled it a cold-blooded mur- 
der. It Was nosuchthing. I[ got some of 
his blood on my hand, and it’ was warm,” he 
suid, luughing at the ghastly pun. “I put 
over 200 shotinhim, d—n_ him, and he’s in 
hellnow. IT know he is, because since I have 

-been here in jail I have been reading the 
Bibie,and it says no drunkard shall ¢o to 
Heaven. He was blind drunk when I shot 
him, so, of course,he must be in the other 
place—thatis if the Bible is true: but Pdon’t 
beheve there’s a single word of truthin it. I 
Was just supposing the case. An- 
ther thing I1want you gentlemen to under- 
stund is this: The talk you hear about people 
yoithave killed troubling you—making vou 
nervous, dream bad dreams, seeing them, or 
imecining you do, and all that sort of thing— 
is all d—dbosh. ItneVer troubles mea par- 
ticle, snd this poor, miserable cuss, Humph- 
Feys, is not thefirst man I shot, either. At 
medical college, at Louisville, the boys would 
putabuiletin any one that insulted them, 
and think nothing ofit afterward. 

“] knew Clifton was a bad place to stop at, 
being so near tbe border; but I wassick and 
had to stop, and my money was getting low. 
if the police hadn’t nabbed me just when they 
did, the bird would have flown the next day. 
But Wil get clear. DT’ve got lots of money; at 
least my friends have, and that will do anv- 
thing out an Pike County. Pll buy up wit- 
nesses and get them to swear he shot at me 
first, aud then I’ll pack the jury. I don’t care 

*» d—n forthe lawyers orthe Judge—he’s no 

account. The jury will settle the business. I 

ama crack shot with a revolver.’’ 

The Comimere¢ial correspondent was kindly 
furnished the above copy. Austis an educa- 
ted man, of prepossessing appearance and 
pleasing uddress When disposed to be affable. 
But he isa hardened desperado. There is a 
reckless swagger about hin that marks hii as 
«u dungerous man. Humphreys, his yictim, 
Was a brave soldierin the war of the rebellion, 
and was a eripple from wounds. Aust’s 
statement that there was = any _ pol- 
itics in the murder is a 
lie. The men were plaving cards and drink- 
ipg when they quarreled. ‘This wasin Aust’s 
offices Aust went home and loaded his 
double-lurreled shot-gun, then saddled his 
horse and bad him in readiness for flight. Ile 
then stationed himself at his front gate, and 
waited for Humphrey to pass on his way 
home. As the victim came up tothe gate he 
Was shot to pieces by Aust, who then went to 
his stable, mounted his horse and escaped. 
The trial will draw a great mwany people to 
Petersburg. Aust will fight hard to save his 
neck from the catlows.,

A Sketch of Pennsylvania’s New Seta- 
torial Representatives.

Pennsylvania has at last found a colleague 
for Mr. Cameron. in the Senate. Itis the 
tashion now to smile at the selection, but the 
choice of John I, Mitchell is a piece of luck of 
which the State will one day be proud. Mr. 
Mitcheli is notashowy man, but he is staunch. 
Twenty years ago, less about two months, 1 
met John Mitchell for the firsttime. He had 
a musket on his shoulder and stood side by 
side with me in Camp Curtin, at Harrisburg, 
as tine a specimen of neble young manhood as 
[Teversaw. He was then a little over twenty 
vears old, large, well-built, rosy-cheeked, 
light-haired, honest-faced and altogether as 
maniv «a fellow us ever touched elbows 
to the left. lie hatl taught 
school some, had studied law some and had 
scribbled for the newspapers some. His 
handsome manuscript had passed under my 
eye long beforein the Agitator office, at 
Wellsboro’. His army experience was not 
brilliant, but he earned the bars of a captuin 
by conscientiously doing his duty. When he 
left the army he went again to the law and for 
a time he edited the Agitator. As «an editor 
he was not particularly biilliant. Of his leg- 
ixslative experience at Harrisburg you know 
more than Ido. He has been four years in 
the lower house of Congress, and he has 
searcely a colleague whois not better known 
among his associates and by the country. He 


has made but one or two speeches, and these. 


attention. But this is 
nothing to his discredit. The biggest blather- 
skite is always the one who attracts the 
most «attention. Mitchell is not a politi- 
cian nor a profound statesman, but he has 
qualities that will place him farahead of his 
colleague among substantial. thinking peo- 
ple. Heis notan orator, but his integrity 
has never been questioned, and no inan ever 
knew him to break his word. He will not 
nndertake to lead public sentiment or control 
political conventions, but he will do his own 
thinking and he will never-be known as Don 
Cameron’s Mitchell. The papers have been 
wrong in saving that he is a Cameron man. 
Ile is in sympathv with the anti-machine 
men, and it is so recognized in’ his Radical 
county of Tioga. He was opposed tothe at- 
tempted steal ofthe State Convention at Har- 
risburg by Cameron a vear ago, and was op- 
posed to Cameron’s choice for President. 
Noman was more earnest in the condemna- 
tion of the course of Arin- 
strong = in the Chieago Convention. 
If vou don’t believe that Mitchell is 
his own man and not Cameron’s, ask Senator 
Stewart.of the Chamhersburg district, and let 
him explain some interviews he had with 
Cumeron atthe latter’s home in Harrisburg 
on the subject of Mitchell, Mr. Mitcheilis a 
slow nan and, therefore, better titted for the 
Senate than the House. Nobody has to tight 
forthe floorin the former, and vou will see 
that when John Mitchell opens his mouth in 
the Senate on anv subject he will take the 
sensible view of it. He is a great-student, 
and will make an excellent, hard-working 
committecman. If [should make anv eriti- 
¢ism of him I should say he lacks worldly 
Wisdom and fs, therefore, inclined to be nar- 
row-minded, but be is only forty-two vears 
old and he willimprove.

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Adulterated Sugar. 
From the New York Times. 

It is well known that a considerable quantity 
Of What is known tothe trade as ‘new pro- 
cess sugar’? is being sold, which is nothing 
else than cane sugar adulterated with starch- 
glucose. Perhaps there can be no valid ob- 
jection tothe sale of such sugars, providing 
they are not sold as the pure article, for it is 
doubtful if the assertions that have been 
made as to the injurious effects of glucose are 
well founded. However, an effort is now 
beipg made at Albany to regulate the sale of 
the glucose sugars, and this alone indicates 
that the adulteration is already extensively 
practiced. ‘To detect the presence of starch- 
glucose in a specimen of sugar has always 


‘been a simple matter for the chemist. but we 


are now in possession of two new methods 
Which any person can readily apply. It has 
been found that a saturated solution of starch 
sugar in methyl! aleohol will readily dissolve 
the.cane sugar but not starelfsueur, so that 
in order to test anv example forthis adultera- 
lion it is only necessary to prepare such a so- 
lution and pour it upon the suspeeted sugar: 
If itis pure sugar it will entirely dissolve, but 
if starch-clucose ix presem the latter will re- 
main as «a white chalky sediment. ~The other 
process is still simpler, and has not yet been 
announced 1n the scientific papers. It is only 
necessary to examine a few grains of sugar 
and of starch-glucose with a low-power mi- 
croscope to observe at onee a great difference 
between them. The cane sugar is distinetly 
crystaline, the crystals clear, shining, and 
transparent, resembling roek candy. ‘The 
particles of sturch-glucose are dull, opaque, 
aud have been aptly deseribed as resembling 
pieces of tallow. It certainly would not require 
tive minutes to determine by the microscope 
Whether. or not a specimen contained starch 


sugar.

It 
seems that wy een regurded throughout 
the neighborhood asa bad boy, and was 
known to be an incorrigible thief, but he was 
not deemed capable of murder, much less of 
the murder of his mother. Last fall he voted 
the Greenback ticket, and his mother, who 
Was un ardent Republican, turned him out of 
doors, telling him that he must shift for him- 
self. After Mr. Merrill went to his winter’s 
work inthe woods Charles was allowed to 
come back, and all during the winter, Mrs. 
Lilley, the sisterof the murderer, who lives 
in the cther half of the house, heard bicker- 
ing and wrangling between the two. On the 
19th, which, it turns out, Was the day of the 
murder,mother and s¢g drove away in a pung, 
returning about 4 o’cl@ek. That was the last 
Mrs. Lilley saw of” her mother. The 
next morning, Sunday, she had oeeasion to go 
to the kitchen in the other part of the house. 
She noticed that the window and doors were 
open. She detected the stench of burning 
flesh. One ofthe stove doors was slightly 
broken and she saw through the chinks some- 
thing that looked like a piece of meat sizzling 
on the ruddy coals. Hler brother was down 
stairs picking over some potatoes. Mrs. Lilley 
‘alled out: “Charlie, what is that which 
smells so?’ Ile replied he was cleaning out 
the stove. She knew that he was accustomed 
during his mother’s absence to throw all the 
cold meatinto the fire, as he disliked wuarmed- 
over food, and she thought nothing further of 
the occurrence. The next morning she asked 
her brother what had become of her mother, 
and he replied that he guessed she had gone 
to vtsit several sick families, who lived in re- 
mote parts of the town, as she had put on her 
best clothes and left home the day before.

No 
suspicion had entered her mind up to this 
time that her brother was capable of comunit- 
ting inatricide, She feared that he had stolen 
some meat from the neighborhood and taken 
this method of disposing of it. Several days 
passed. A borrible foreboding that every- 
thing was not all right seized iwpon 
She questioned her brother close- 
lv about her mother’s whereabouts, 
but could elicit nothing — satisfactory. 
Her terrible suspicions then returned in 
full foree and she communicated them to the 
oflicers of the law, who investigated them, 
With the result already telegraphed. While 
the men were engaged in the seareh which 
brought to light roasted portions of the vic- 
tim, Charles followed them about with his 
hands in bis pockets and showed no concern 
whatever. The evidence obtained is irrefuta- 
ble, and had the prisoner protested innocence 
bis conviction would have been as certain as 
the suprise.

During the past several months conferences 
have been going on between the Municipal 
Assembly and the St. Louis Gaslight Com- 
pany with a view of a compromise of inter- 
ests involved in the late gas litigation. 
Messrs. Rowse, Parks ana Scudder of the 
City Council and Messrs. Ziegenhein, Kirby 
and Cornelius of the House of Delegates 
formed the Conference Committee on the 
part of the Municipal Assembly,and Messrs. R. 
J. Lackland and G. B. Allen represented the 
Gas Company. ‘The representatives of the 
Municipal Assembly were assisted by Mr. 
Bell, the City Counsellor. 

Last evening the eonference came. to an 
agreement, which was reported to the Munic- 
ipal Assembly last night in the form of a pro- 
posed ordinance introduced by Mr. Rowse in 
the Council. The bill was read first time, 
and the clerk of the Council was instructed to 
have it printed and placed on the members’ 
desks at the next meeting of the Council. 

The proposed ordinance is as follows: 

An ordinance authorizing a contract to be 
entered into by the Mayor and Comptroller 
with the St. Louis Gas-Light Company, and 
providing for the disposition of the money re- 
ceived thereunder. 

SECTION]|I. The Mayor and Comptroller are 
hereby directed and empowered on behalf of 
the city to enter into the following contract. 
with the St. Louis Gas-Light Company, to- 
Wit: 

i—The city agrees and undertakes to pay 
to the company the sum of $0,000 in gas 
bonds for $1,000 each of even date herewith, 
having semi-annual coupons attached, said 
bonds to bear interest at the.rate of four per 
centum per annum, 100 of said bonds to. fall 
due in 1,2, 3,4,5,6,7,8 and 9 years after 
date respectively. Said sum of $00,000 being 
in full payment, settlement and extinguish- 
ment of a certain judgment rendered May ts, 
Iss0, in the Cireuit Court in the 
city of St. Louis, in case No. 35,422, 
whercin said Gas-Light Company _ is 
plaintiff and the city defendant, and also of 
all costs, expenditures and damages awarded 
to or claimed by said Gas-Light Company in 
ease No. 16.419,wherein said company is plain- 
tiff and said Gas-Light Company defendant, 
and also for all gas bills and interest thereon, 
sued on and embraced in case :No. 52,440, 
wherein said company is plaintiff and the city 
defendant, it being hereby understood and 
agreed that upon the delivery of said bonds to 


said company, all proceedings perding in said 
above mentioned cases shall be dismissed and 
forever discontinued at the cost of the com- 
pany, and all judgments therein and orders 
Imposing costs or expenditures on the city | 
shall be entered of record by the Gas-Light 
Company as fullv satistied and discharged. 

2. The company «agrees to pay into 
the city treasury within the firstten days ot 
each month hereafter, and up to and includ- 
ing the period ending January 1, 1880, in 
monthly instalments, the sum of #17 per an- 
num for eich ,public lamp lighted by said 
company forthe city: and also to furnish, 
from and after the date of this contract, gus 
to private consumers and to the city for its 
buildings, ete., ata rate not in excess of $2 25 
per 1,000 cubic feet: and said company for it- 
selfand its suecessor undertakes, so long as 
this contract is in existence,and from the date 
thereof, and during the extension thereof as 
hereinafter provided, to pay into the city 
treasury at the end of each vear, or part of a 
vearg covered hereby, two per cent of the 
vearly income of said company orits successor 
from its business and property, said income 
not toinclude the rebate allowed the city and 
private consumers of cus. 

o. It is further agreed that out of every 
veur’s goss income of the company or its suc- 
cessor there shall be deducted said 2 per cent 
above mentioned, and the aetual and neeessa- 
ry operating expenses of the works in the 
manufacture of gas and business of the com- 
pany not to exceed 60 per cent of the cross re- 
ceipts, including the full amount received 
from the city and private consumers, and the 
suin of $240.000 for the uses of the company, 
andthe sum of $40,000 for permanent im- 
provements and extension of the works ofthe 
company, and the surplus, if any, remaining 
of the yearly income, shall, to the extent of 
*100,000, be paid by the company into the city 
treasury, and if there be an excess above said 
amount of $100,000, one-half of said excess 
shallalso be paid by the company into the 
city treasury and the other half shall be the 
property of the company. 

4. The Mayor and Comptroller of the city 
shall be invited to attend every meeting of 
the board of directors of, the company, and 
shall have the right to be present at the same, 
and may protest avainst any action of the cor- 
poration inimical or prejudicial to the inter- 
ests of the city, and may preserve the right of 
the citv in relationthereto by protest or oth- 
erwise, and mav examine or cause to be ex- 
amined any and all of the books and papers 
of the company. 

5. The city agrees toenploy the company, 
or its successor in the ownership of the gas 
property now held by it. to light the streets. 
of the city in that portion of the city now or 
hereafter occupied by said company or its 
successor for the term of twenty years from 
and after January 1, 18), fora price and sum 
not to exceed $20 per annum for each lamp, to 
he paid by the city in monthly instalments, 
for lighting, cleaning, extinguishing, repair- 
ing and supplying with gas the publie lamps, 
the present regulations in force governing the 
sme to continue, except as herein provideds 
subject, however, to the condition that if, 
during said period of twenty’ vears, 
the city shall determine to Hight the streets 
and public places within the territory ocecu- 
pied by said company or its suecessors by 
electricity, it shall have the rizht to do so,and 
the contract here mace tor said lighting by 
gus shall be terminated and ended; provided 
further, however, that said gas /eompany 
or its successor shall have the tinct of tak- 


ing the contract to do said lighting\ by elec- 
tricity, if it offer to de so upon as \favoranle 
terms as those proposed by any other corpo- 
ration or person. 

6 The city agrees that it will not during 
this contract or the extension thereof, if any 
is had as above specified, grant permission or 
otherwise authorize any individual or com- 
pany organized for itluminating purposes 
to tise Or occupy any portion of the publie 
highways or public property in the territory 
occupied by the gas company for laying his or 
its pipes, or for conveving products for the 
purpose of illuminating sail territory or por- 
tions thereof, except as provided in the pre- 
ceding clause. 

i. The gas company for itself and its sue- 
cessor undertakes that whenever the streets 
are disturbed bv any operation of said com- 
pany, the same shall be repaired in good eon- 
dition, and it agrees to keep on deposit in the 
city treasury the sum of 3500, out of which 
the street commissioner of the city may make 
any and all repairs rendered necessary by the 
operations of said company, and which said 
company shall fail, neglect or refuse to make: 
and it is further agreed that the present regu- 
lation in force requiring the company to fay 
two and one-half miles of mains each year 
and muke the proper connections thereto, 
shall continue in force during the extension 
ofthis contract from and afterthe vear 1890. 
and shall be obhg«atory and binding upon the 
company and its successor in the ownership 
of said property. 

8. Each party agrees with the other to keep

In this it mapa ot a win A good 
many ofthe songs are bright and jolly, ang 
the chorus work is all of the most admuirab|: 
quality. Indeed, I have never seen an oper, 
in which the members of the chorus crowded 
the principals so hard for first place. Ip this 
instance the effect is due partly to the busi- 
ness Which accompanies all the singing and 
speaking, and partly to the superb way in 
which the people have been drilled. The 
success in this particulur goes to show thi 
profanity is one of the leading elements in the 
best kind of stage management. Mr. Charlie. 
rris, the imported director of this organi- 
zation, has been suffering from gout ever since 
he arrived, and to hear him rave at his peo- 
ple during rehearsal was = something 
woyth going «a good many _iniles 
to * enjoy.

A Mulberry Sellers’ Argument for the 
Gas Compromise. 


How the City Can Reconstruct All 
the Streets on Paper. 


The Grand Conclysions of the Champions 
of the Measure. 


The readers of the PostT-DISPATCH have 
been made familiar from time to time with 
the figures of the terms of compromise be- 
tween the city and theSt. Louis Gas-Light 
Company. ‘These terms have been embodied 
in an ordinance and are now formally before 
the Municipal Assembly. It may be interest- 


ing to know just what the result in dollars 
will be if the bargain is concluded, 


The gross receipts of the company for the 
vear just closed were $780,000. Estimating by 
the growth of the business in past years, the 
receipts would be increased $25,000 the com- 
ing year. However. the terms of the com- 
promise contemplate a reduction to private 
consumers from $2 50 to $2 25 per thousand 
feet: also a reduction from 437 to $20 for the 
public lamps. The first reduction will reduce 
the receipts about 462,000 and the second about 
$68,000, The result of the compromise, then, 
allowing for the natural increase 
of business, will be to eut down = the 
gross receipts to $680,000, The compromise 
will require the company to pay into the city 
treasury two per cent of this amount, or $15,- 
600. This two per cent from year to year 
would af course increase as the business grew, 
which in the past has been at an average rate as 
already said of $25,000 a year. 

The city’s two per cent deducted, then, the 
expenses of the company must be met. These 
for the coming vear are estimated as follows, 
the figures being above last vear’s exhibit:

On the city’s part the compromise calls for 
an extension of the privileges of the gaslight 
company 10 yearsinto the next century, or 
“0 vears bevond the present monopoly,which 
expires in I8bO. The gas company has a judg- 
ment for $00,000 against the city bv reason 
of unpaid gas bills ‘ef several vears, while 
litigation was pending. This judgmentis to 
be paid by giving city bonds to the company 
for the full ainount, $900,000, bearing interest 
tt four per cent. This interest is to be paid 
out of the regular interest fund in which 
there is «a surplus bv reason of the 
reductions in the rate of interest on city 
bonds within the past few years. 

This latter arrangement is for the purpose 
of allowing all the income derived froin the 
company to be used on the streets. 

The figures given are those furnished by 
champions of the compromise. ‘They sound 
erandly, but the people would have been 
better satistied if all the proceedings leading 
to this proposed compromise had not been 
clouded over with so much mystery and se- 
crecy. ‘Khe members of the Assembliv who 
hive not been on the inside of the 
negotiations going on for six months will 
Want the statistieal argument pretty well 
verified before they take sides on the question,

The gamblers do not ertertain great fears of 
the new law making gambling a felony pun- 
ishable by imprisonment, and predict disas- 
trous effects if it goes on the statute books. 


To ascertain the sentiment of those most in- 
terested, a reporter to-day called on some of 
the most prominent proprietors intown. “If 
carried out exactly,” said Mr. R. C. Pate, 
‘“T have no doubt it will soon 
become a dead letter. It reaches all the 
avenues of the yp The real effect of it will 
be this: It will close up many square gamb- 
ling houses in town, and there are thityes 
among the gamblers who will take their 
chances and rob their victims in seeret. Ido 
not believe there are four men in the Senate 
who are at heart in faver of 
the passage of the bill, but a 
man. who has potitical aspirations, family 
ties and other considerations, does not like to 
get up and oppose the bill. They do not think 
it would look well in the eves of their friends. 
This same feeling has defeated some 
of the best laws ever drawn up 
on the necessary evils, and,gthere is no use 
denving it, there are such things as necessary 
evils, and gambling is one of them. Men will 
try their fortune at games of chance:it is 
natural. This law will stop pool-selling in 
the city on races. Lsupposecit will be toler- 
ated on the track for the benefit of the meeting. 
| do not known whether this law will apply 
to *bueket shops’ or not,as they deal in 
‘futures.”

The residents of the Island held «a large 
and enthusiastic mass meeting last night, for 
the purpose of having some immediate action 
taken in the bridge muddle.

Proposition Looking to a Compromise 
Finally Adopted. 


The Democratie Central Committee had a 
ively session of two hours last night which 
the morning papers ignored in spite of the 
fact that vesterday’s PosT-DIspatcnu fore- 
chadowed the fight. The meeting was held on 
a call signed by twelve members of the com- 
mittee. The purpose Was to make one more 
effort for harmony within the party. Pre-

The Ceremonies Peculiar to the Day 


in the Catholic Church. 


Where the Ashes Come From, and How 


They Are Administered, 


This is Ash Wednesday, a day set apart by 


| the Catholic Church for penance and humilia- 
| tion, beginning as it does the season of Lent, 
| and typical as it is of some of the most solemn 
| mysteries of the Church. 


In all the churches of the city this morning 
at 9 o’clock the ceremony of sprinkling the 


name, Was solemnized. ‘The priest comes 
holding the ashes upona saiver is placed 
close by the communion railing. The mem- 
bers of the conyregation tile one by one, 
and kneel at the railing, and as. they do so 
the priest dips histhumb in the ashes and 
marks the forebead of the penitent befor 
him with the ashes inthe sign of the cross, 
saving uh the same time even 


shalt return!*? Then the person passes on 
and the same ceremonial occurs withthe next. 
The mark of the ashes upon the. forehead is 
very faint, but it is considered almost a point 
of honor among Catholics not to remove the 


| chark during the day, and consequently a great

All of the churehes were crowded this 
for the services is too late for the male mem- 
bers of the congregations.

After the distribution of the ash- 
es mass was celebrated, andthe Lenten reg- 
ulations once more impressed upen the con- 
crevation and Lent fairly inaugurated. 

The ashes used in the ceremony to-day has 
. singular origin. Upon what is called Palm 
Sunday, the Sunday before Easter, a great 
number of palm branches are blessed inailthe 
Catholie churches and -given outto the faith- 
fulin commemoration of the Saviour’s tri- 
umpbal entry into Jerusalem shortiv 
before the Passion beyan. A 
creat number of these branches, 
Which are in Americaand Western Europe 


are thoroughly dried they are buned into the 
grav ash used on Ash Wednesday. 

The custom of celebrating this day as an 
occasion of penance and humiliation was_ be- 
gun by the Council of Beneventum which sat 
inthe year 109], and among other things de- 
creed that ashes be distributed to all the 
faithful upon the first day of Lent. Long 
before that time it was the custom 
of the church to exact public penances of 
public offenders, and one of the most frequent 
of these was the strewing of ashes upon the 
head of the penitent at the church door, 
where he or she, if they wished readmittance 
into the Christian flock, were compelled to re- 
main during divine services with this open 
and visible mark of humiliation upon them. 
This custom fell into cere” age became 
a voluntary act of penance until, as stated 
above, the Council] of Beneventum passed the 
church law constituting Ash Wednesday the 
regular occasion for this penance, 

The use of ashes as a penitential form is as 
old, however, as the Gid Testament, where 
many of the passages, even of Genesis, point 
toward it. It is not confined to Christianity or 
Judaism, but is to be found wherever the 
Aryans have built up peoples or creeds. 

The ordinances for Lent do not differ from 
last year’s; fasting is ordained upon all week 
days, and abstinence from flesh meat upon all 
Wednesdays and Fridays. Sunday is free, 
but even upon the days whereon meatean be 
eaten, it is only to be used at one meal. It is 
a singular fact that every country 
has different ordinances for Lent. In America 
for instance there are two less days of
